Mr. Raitt was educated at Stanford 
University, where he was active in ath- 
letics.

Is Leland Stanford’s name to be forever 

linked with one of the brightest discoveries 

in modern linguistic and archeological 
Etruscan research ? Will his university give the world 

the key, will it become the center for the 
bs e reading of those singular inscriptions of 
- northern Italy which have almost been given 
up as an impenetrable mystery? The genera- 
tion which deciphered the minute details of 
hieroglyphic and cuneiform records and laid 
bare the entire social fabric of Egyptians and Assyro-Babylonians, 
was powerless to snatch more than a glimpse of the origin and life of 
that Etruscan people which was the early guide and teacher ot 
nascent Rome. Of their tongue we know hardly more than that they 
called themselves Rasenna and yet we feel that they profoundly 
influenced the casting of that imperial speech which, modified and 
severed, conveys even today, the thoughts of the world’s pioneers and 
masters. 

California docet. Professor George Hempl, of the chair of 
Germanic philology at Leland Stanford University, announces that 
he has read and translated fifty Etruscan inscriptions with results as 
astounding as the feat itself. An expert in deciphering Scandinavian 
runes, Prof. Hempl appears. to have found a final solution of the 
problem, even though he has hitherto only read an insignificant frac- 
tion of the total available. 

The results of the discovery appear radical. The old theory ot 
the alien type and speech of the Rasenna seems overthrown, while 
the proof is claimed that Etruscans and Romans sprang from one 
race, their languages being closely allied. Probably, in fact almost 
certainly, the early history of Rome would have to be re-stated. The 
complete insight into the history, customs and manners of Etruria 
which may be gained through the discovery of Prot. Hempl would do 
away with the naive myths of royal Rome and might even link Italian 
antiquity to the newly discovered Hittites of Asia Minor and still 
further back to the neolithic civilization of Crete. 

Of the countless questions California’s discovery may answer, 
there is none perhaps so fascinating, because so near to us, as that 
of the Italian Renaissance. We shall perhaps know why the new era 
dawned in Tuscany and not in Rome, why medieval Tuscan and not 
Roman became the vehicle of the first of modern literatures.

>3,000,246,157, or a little less than 4 per cent. This included a large 
part of the time during which the railway companies were very much 
in need of ready money, and, therefore, were making an extraordi- 
nary effort to market their shares. 

During the same period,“however, the number of stockholders 
increased from 211,069 to 252,083—over 40,000, or more than 19 
per cent. In other words, at a time when the railroad corporations 
were being subjected to attack from national and state administra- 
tions and Legislatures, some 40,000 people who had not previously 
been stockholders became financially interested in them. 

Compared with the nearly 90,000,000 people in the United 
States, 252,000, or a little more than a quarter of a million, is, of 
course, only a small number, but assuming that each of thesé 252,000 
stockholders represents the usual five interested persons, we have the 
more respectable number of 1,260,000 who were at the time named 
deeply concerned in the welfare,of the transportation companies 
referred to, and this is a very large number compared with the four 
or five or six men who are usually credited with ownership or control 
oft those twenty-five roads.
